ment recently made by Floyd | & Maleolm cover- 
ing over $50,000—the debts amounting to 812, 
000. The bili of the complainants allege that 
they have recovered a jndgement and issued an 
execution, which is in the hands of the Sheriff 
and is a lien on the property of the defendants; 
that the goods and chattels of the defendant are 
covered by a chattle mortgage and an assignment. 
This assignment they seek to set aside and ask the 
Court to subject the party to the lien of tlris exe- 
cut ion. 

The circumstances relied on are these: — la 
April, 1857, Robert Malcolm and John R. Floyd 
sold to Floyd & Malcolm the stock of hardware 
owned by Thomas Floyd, deceased. They had

pr a credit of six months. May lst, 1858, 

yd & Malcolm executed a note for $25, 000, 
running two years, to secure the payment o. 
the purchase money o“ this hardware. At the 
same time they executed a chattel mortgage to 
Robert Malcolm, running two years also. May 
13th, 1858, they executed an assignment, pre- 
ferring this dobt first, and 3 debt of Brows, 
Floyd & Co, of Pittsburgh, second all the 
other creditors being in the same class. At the 
time of the execution of the note and assign-

The Case of our Wisconsin Neighbors. 

The effort of certain parties in Wisconsin, 
to make the State assume the payment of tbe 
incumbrances put on private property, toal d 
the construction of various and sundry rail- 
road lines, suggests afew truthsin regard 
to the uses and ſuuctions of Government. 

It is a mistake to suppose that the govern 
ing power is a mother bound to look after all 
the whims and caprices ot her children—to 
bumor their foibles, watch over their morals, 
to sympathize with their misfortunes,— aud 
to lead them a helping -hand whenever they 
are in distress. Such are not the offiees of a 
Democratic gévernment. Monarchies and 
Despotiems may act upon the asrumpftion 
that subjects are children, and that the State 
is a parent to many of the more favored, a 
Gif and favor none. 
This truth has failed to receive the universal | 
recognition, even in this country, that its im- 
portance demands. Often, in our brief bie- 
tory, have parties been organized and elec- 
tious carried upon the falsehood, its opposite. 
The Stay-laws in which many local Legis!a- 
tures have indulged ; the upheaval of 1837, 
when the Federal Administration refused to 
depart from its policy, and adopt the sug- 
gestions of a handful of broken merchaats in 
New York ; the General Bankrupt Law of 
1842, and unnumbered legislative acts, State 
and National, have sprung trom the radically 
false and vicious theories which have taken 
root in this Democratic soil. While we sym- 
pathise heartily with our Wisconsin neigh- 
bers who have laid mortgages upon their 
farms, at the suggestion and for the benefit of 
swindling speculators and soulless corpora- 
tions, we conceive that they are looking in 
the wrong direction for a remedy. Tuelr 
misfortunes and the proper relief therefor, 
are no part of the coneern of the State, fur- 
ther than this: the State is bound to see that 
no injustice is done within its jurisdiction ; 
but there is no obligation resting upon it to 
come forward aud relieve any man, or any 
oumber of men, of the consequences of bis or 
their folly In swapping away farms for wortb- 
less railroad stocks and bonds. The principle 
upon which application for relief will be 
made is one full of mischief—the fertile parent 
ofall the absurd and unjust legislation to 
which the caprices and wants of men give 
rise. When shall we all learn that the law- 
making power has duties, which, even for 
furthering the ends of justice, cannot be 
safely overstepped? Our Wisconsin neigh- 
bors are in a bad box; bat nothing is too ab- 
surd or ridiculous for their Legislature to do.

Railway Matters. 


Tug Sraalaur Live ro Prerssvaen,--The Cin- 
cinnati Gaselie says that the Pittsburgh, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago Railroad Company will 
have its road completed by the goth inst., and 
on that day tratus will commence running 
through without change of cars from Pittsburgh 
to Chicago. The completion of this road will 
open a new and short route between Cincinnati 
and Chicago via Lima, and it is understood that 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Company 
will put on a train to be run through to Chicago 


Anotber peculiarity of the country is its 
natural jacilities for commerce, Red River 
of the North ie navigable for more than 400 
miles. Lake Windipeg affords 400 miles 
more of navigation making in all about 800 
miles of navigation on a line north and south.

the easiest and cheapest communication with 
us. Eastward from Lake Winnipeg the cli- 
mate grows more rigorous, the country 
more mountainous, and the soil less arable. 

Through the country lying between Lake 

Supericr aod Hudson Bay there is no possi- 

bility of establishing a line of settlements, 

nor is there a practicable route for a railroad. 

Settlements may be planted in the valley of 

the Kamiuistaquoia, around Lake of the 

Woods, and along Rainy Lake River; but 

they will be Mlated from each other, while 

the mouatainous and rocky barriers interven- 
ing place railroad connection entirely 
out of the question, Nature seems to

recollection of their misfortunes. Mr. Thomas 
Simpson journeyed from Fort Garry to Athe- 
basca, and reported favorably of many districts 
he traversed, and many others have borne testi- 
mony to the fertility of the soil, the abundance 
of the minerals, and the value of the timber. 
The latest intelligence is contained in a blue 
book published by order of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, entitled A Report on the Explora 
tion of the country between Lake Superior and 
the Red River settlement,” and it ig the first 
statistical contribution of the Government Sar- 
veying Expedition, under the charge of Mesers. 
Gladman and Dawson and Professor Hind. Un- 
der the auspices of these highly competent gen- 
tlemen, copious and accurate information will 
be obtained respecting the Northwest Territory, 
which offers unrivalied facilities for settlement. 
Mr. Dawson, speaking of the Saskatchewan 
country, sas: There is not, perhaps, on the 
globe so great an extent of territory so little 
broken by barren tracts; there is not in the 
universe a fiver field ot colonization; so mild is 
the climate in the south branch of this great 
river, that the Indians hunt the buffalo on ho | 
back all winter; and so little snow is said to 
that snow-shoes are seldom used. The Aasini- 
boine River enters Red River. at Fort Garry, 
and flows over a hundred’ miles of the richest 
prairie soil. The valley of the Red River is de- 
scribed as a boundless level plain, elevated about 
thirty feet above Lake Winnipeg, and for a dis- 
tance of about one hundred miles, in a due south 
direction, rising 80 imperceptibly that, except 
by instrumental measurement, its inclination 
was not apparent. Both the rivera, the Red 
and the Assiniboine, are heavily timbered on 
both their banks for a quarter of a mile deep. 
On the Assiniboine, Professor Hind says that 
sugar is made from the maple; that a species of 
grape grow io profusion, while melons and to- 
matoes ripen in the open air. These facts ought 
to disabuse the English mind of the prejudice 
entertained against the climate of Canada. 

Half way between Lake Superior and Red 
River, is Rainy River, where the soil is de- 
scribed asa rich, black loam, and the vegete- 
tion was so abundant that the progress of the 
surveyors was impeded by the deuse growth of 
grasses. The whole valley is marked by fertil- 
ity and beauty. The popiar measures sixteen 
aod a half feet in circumference, the elms are 
three feet in diameter, the oak flourishes, and 
in some districts the yield of wheat averages 
thirty bushels per sere. The settlements al- 
ready formed on the Red River run for about 
fifty miles on its immediate banks, the houses 
being generally built quite close to the stream; 
the tar me, of trom fifty to two bundred acres, 
stretching backward in long strips into the prai- 
rie, to what is called the“ boundary line of the 
lots.“ The members of the government expe- 
dition observe that many hundred thousands 
of acres, which cannot be surpassed for fertility 
—rich prairie mould from eighteen inches to

After describing the gene- 
ral features of the country as rich prairies, in- 
terspersed with belts of heavy oak and elm, he 
says: “I am afraid that in describing the rich 
valleys of Swan River and the: Assiniboine, I 
have been indulging in romance, when the fact 
is that I bave, in reglity, failen short of the truth. 
All the banks and braes that have been written 
of could not excel those of Swan River, and all 
the groves, lawns and plaotations ever laid out 
by genius and art wou'd find something eren 
more een in the winding slopes of the As- 


ine more enterprising of the Canadian mer. 
chants are now earnestiy considering how 
they may best utilize the Northwest Territory, 
and as a commencement the Northwest Trans- 
portation Company bas been formed. The first 
Improvement to be effected is the general com- 
munication between Red River and Lake Supe-- 
rior, by facilitating the transit over the por- 
tages. If the company slumber over its duties, 
their claims cre forfeited by the terms of the 
charter, so that no obstructive monopoly has 
been created, and others will be allowed to su- 
persede those who have failed. This precaution 
shows that the Legislature are fully intent on 
opening the paseage, and its completion ean only 
be a work of time. The benefit to be derived from 
its execution is now fally appreciated. The 
Canadians are asking themselves, Can we not 
havea West as valuable to us as Illinois has 
proved to have been to New York?’ This 
question they anewer in the affirmative, insist- 
ing thatthe Red River, the Swan, the Assini- 
boine, and the Saskatchewan have prairies on 
their banks as fertile as any on the Mississippi 
and Missouri. Moreover, their energies have 
been quickened by the spirited move of Sir 


Uolumbia, the terminus on the Pacific of the 
rand railway which onght to commence at 
alifax and run to Quebec, thence crossing over 

the whole British territory to Vancouver. This
